W ASHINGTON! 
Oct. 
28.— The 
American 
Congress 
today wel­ 
comed King Albert of Belgium. 
The senate and the House halted 
proceedings and heard the 
Belgian 
ruler, who with Queen Elizabeth and 


Prince Leopold, is finishing a tour 
across the American continent, urge in 
his slow precise English a tightening of 
the bonds between his country and the 
United States through the interchange 
of ideas and commercial relations. 
In separate speeches to the House 
and senate King Albert praised the 
American army and before the House 
lauded Herbert Hoover and his work. 
In his address to the senate, King 
Albert said: 
"It is, indeed, a great honor for mc 
to address this illustrious assembly. 
Thanks For President 
"I salute not only the eminent men 
who receive me here today, but I sa­ 
lute the memory of your great pre­ 
decessors who, during one hundred 
and 
thirty years, lia^e 
sat 
in this 
place and given the whole world the 
example of the highest civic virtues. 
From the bottom of my Heart I thank 
your President for the beautiful and 
far too laudatory words that he has 
addressed to me. This welcome of the 
senate seals that reception so warm 
and so spontaneous I have received 
everywhere during my journey across | 
this magnificent country.

Methods of Putting Pressure 
On Mine Operators to 
Be Discussed 


W A S H IN G T O N -^ . 28.— President 
Wilson's cabinet, meeting in regu­ 
lar weekly session today, was to con­ 
sider the threatened coal strike and 
complete plans for the new national 
industrial conference. 
Attorney General Palmer and Sec­ 
retary of Labor Wilson are working 
out plans of law enforcement which 
are based principally on the conspir­ 
acy section of the Lever food act and 
they will report to the cabinet today. 
In connection with the strike there 
will probably he brought before the 
cabinet the method by which the de­ 
mands of tile miners and counter prop­ 
ositions of the operators can be arbi­ 
trated in case both sides consent to 
this plan, which was proposed by the 
president. 
No Word From Union 
The administration has received no 
direct word from miners* union offi­ 
cials, it was declared at 
the 
White 
House. 
Methods of bringing pressure on the 
operators as well as the miners will 
be discussed and the cabinet has de­ 
termined that if the strike order is 
rescinded the miners will get the same 
consideration as the mine owners. 
Today’s cobinet session 
probably 
will gee completion of plans and per­ 
sonnel of the new industrial confer­ 
ence which ollicials believe should be 
called together at the earliest possible 
time. 
The names of those to be invited to 
the conference may be submitted to 
the president after the cabinet eet- 
ming.

originally 
scheduled for ll a. rn., but was post­ 
poned until 4 p. in. because of the vis­ 
it of the Belgian rulers.

^JEW YORK, Oct. 28.— With an 
announced program of heavy 
fines and jail terms for food hoard­ 
ers and profiteers, profiteering to­ 
day became a dangerous pastime, 
the government warned.

administrator, announced change of 
the government’s policy of allowing 
those convicted of hoarding and 
profiteering to escape with a refund 
of their excess profits. 
“We have given two months* no­ 
tice that the food laws must be 
obeyed,” said Williams, “and we 
have done all we should be asked 
to do. 
Hereafter we are going to 
ask prosecution of all cases of vio­ 
lations in which we find evidence.”

A national organization Is urging 
a new calendar called the "Liberty 
Calendar." 
It would have thirteen 
months, and it isn’t so crazy us 
it 
sounds. 
ii 
Those mouths would be based on 
the moon 
more 
exactly 
than our 
present system. Every month would 
have precisely four weeks, or twen­ 
ty-eight days. There are obvious ad­ 
vantages in that. No more having to 
learn 
such a rigmarole as 
"Thirty 
days hath September, April. June and 
November.” No more having to con­ 
sult the calendar, even, for ordinary 
purposes. 
Every 
month, like every 
week, would begin with Monday and 
cmd with Sunday. 
What of the odd day: 
Thirteen 
months of 
twenty-eight days 
each 
would amount to 364. New Year Day 
would be regarded as the 365th.. 
It 
would not belong to any month, but 
would 
be 
a 
sort of 
chronological 
vacuum separating one year from an­ 
other. Similarly the extra day occur­ 
ring every leap year would be a holi­ 
day, not reckoned on the calendar, 
but merely interpolated between two 
months. The thirteenth month would 
be called “Liberty," giving its name 
to the new calendar. 
It sounds rather odd at first, this 
“January, February, Liberty, March” 
business, but it may come easy in 
time. However, judging from experi­ 
ence with the decimal system as a 
rational 
substitute for 
our chaotic 
meas of weights and measures, it will 
take a long, long time to get the na­ 
tion to aeeimilate a scientific calen­ 
dal. People don’t want to be rational 
and scientific. They want to keep on 
doing 
things 
in the 
same clumsy, 
messy way they’ve always done them.

Pulpits on street corners and placing 
religion back into the hands of the 
people, were the suggestions placed 
before the general convention of the 
Episcopal church in session here by 
the Rev. Bernard I. Bell, president 
of St. Stephen’s College, as a way to 
combat reconstruction ’ isms.” > 
Church 
loaders were 
discussing 
plans for the nation wide cqjnpaign 
for social reconstruction and to cor­ 
rect an* weaknesses found to exist 
in the Episcopal church organization 
when Dr. Bell urgedfcthat the church 
should lead the way lh this day when 
democracy is the dominant note. 
He declared that civilization is con­ 
fin e s which are being preached on 
frnes which are being preached on 
the streets in the congested centers, 
anti that the church will overlook 
this field at its peril. 
Dr. Bell is one of the most pro­ 
gressive churchmen in America. Dur­ 
ing the war he was war chaplain at 
the Great Lakes Naval Training Sta­ 
tion, accepting the presidency of the 
big New York college at the close of 
the war. 
Prominent church leaders listened 
with complacency while Dr. Bell pro­ 
posed reform in the vestry system, 
which, he 
said, “together 
with the 
autocratic power 
possessed by the 
rectors in the parisees. has long been 
felt to operate against real democ­ 
racy In church government.” 
Strangle Against Odds 
“Another need of the church,” Dr. 
Bell said, “is to organize to assist 
those who are doing the work of God 
in the open spaces. I know of hun­ 
dreds of places where great-hearted 
servants of 
the Master 
are strug­ 
gling against inconceivable odds 
to 
preach his religion of love and sym­ 
pathy, without 
an iota of 
support 
from the centers of wealth and cul­ 
ture and comfort. 
"Meanwhile, in New York and Phil­ 
adelphia and other large cities, the 
big 
parishes 
have 
four 
and five 
clergymen on their staffs doing noth­ 
ing that I can see. There are places 
where God is unknown save for the 
hil’s and trees’ and rivers. 
“Unless we 
nationalize 
the con-' 
science of our people, we. shall not 
make the progress which the situa­ 
tion demands of the ChYistlan church. 
We are not even making the best of 
our opportunities in the cities, where 
clergymen abound. It is a fact mat 
in most of our big university towns, 
Christian work is left to local agen­ 
cies, without any organized effort on 
the part of the church to deal with 
thousands of young men who are at 
a most susceptible age. 
Overlook Big Field 
“In the crowded cities we overtook 
the widest and most promising field. 
“What is needed is to take Chris­ 
tianity out into the highways and by­ 
ways. The church is of no use to the 
unconverted man. 
The unconverted 
man rarely enters church. It makes 
no apneal to him. T h # church, as now 
established, is for thosq who have 
been converted. What we need is to 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
28—An

vestigation 
just 
completed by Sur­ 
geon Edward Francis of the United 
States Public Health Service adds an­ 
other to 
the list of disease germs 
afflicting mankind. The germ which 
tears the name of bacterium tular- 
ense, was first isolated by Drs. Mc­ 
Coy and Chapin, of the United States 
Public Health Service, as the causa­ 
tive agent in a plague-like disease of 
rodents. It was not then known that 
the same germ also infests man. 
Dr. Francis now finds that bacter­ 
ium tularense is the cause of “deer­ 
fly fever,” a disease occurring among 
the rural 
population of 
Utah and 
initiated 
(according 
to popular be­ 
lief), by a fly bite on some exposed 
surface of the body. The site of the 
bite 
and 
the 
neighboring 
lymph 
glands become tender and inflamed, 
and they 
commonly suppurate. 
A 
fever, like that in ordinary 
blood 
poisoning, 
develops 
and 
lasts for 
three to six weeks. The patient be­ 
comes very sick and is confined to 
bed. The first case known to have 
ended fatally was reported in 1919. 
Thus far something like two dozen 
cases of this disease have occurred 
in Willard county, Utah, in each of 
the years 1917, 1918 and 1919. Wheth 
er the disease prevails elsewhere is 
not yet known, but the announcement 
of the Public Health Service is ex* 
pected to direct the attention of phy­ 
sicians to cases of this kind.
